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Army of 30,000 Being

Mobilized

To Handle Third Sabin Vaccines

Plans for mobilization of an
army of some 30,000 trained
volunteers to staff more than
350 public clinics were
launched today by Los An-
geles County Medical Associa-
tion for the third and final
round of its mass immuniza-
tion campaign against polio.

As in the October and De-
cember clinics, where Types I
and IT of the Sabin oral vac-
cine were administered to ap-
proximately 3 million county
residents, Type III will be
made available to persons of
all ages on consecutive Sun-
days, Feb. 3 and 10.

Dr. Reginald H. Smart,
chairman of the public health
committee of LACMA, empha-
sized that the decision to offer
Type III Sabin vaccine was
based upon recommendations
of the United States Surgeon-
General, Dr. Luther L, Terry.

DR. TERRY urged commu-

l

nities to proceed with the

Type III vaccine, especially
with children, who are most

vulnerable to polio, and with
all ages included in potential-
ly “high-risk” areas, such as
the Southland.

Plans for the Type III clin-
ies, which will be held county-
wide from 11 am. to 6 pm,
have been endorsed by the
city and county health depart-
ments, which urged all-out
community participation in the
campaign to stamp out the

ancient crippler-killer disease.

EACH OF THE 350 clinics
will be headed by a family
physician with a staff of 25
nurses, pharmacists, clerical
workers, guides, runners and
other volunteers.

The vaccine is given on a
sugar lump or in a sip of
syrup, and a token 25 cent
donation is requested but

Seashore off the coast of South
ern California,
The Engle bill would pro-
mote wildlife conservation on
all the islands, which are the
home of elephant seals and
many sea bird rookeries and
would make possible their de-
velopment for public recrea-
tion,
Recreational uses which Sen-:
ator Engle has suggested in-
clude camping, swimming, fish
ing, hiking, yachting, nature
study and possibly summer
cabin leases.

THE PROPOSED park would
include all or parts of Santa
Rosa and Santa Cruz Islands
and possibly San Miguel and
San Nicholas Islands.
It would also include twe
small islands that are present-
ly national monuments—Ana-
capa and Santa Barbara Is-
lands.
Senator Engle said, “Tha
need for more recreational
lands for all the people grows
every day in our nation — es-
pecially in California where
the population increases by
1,600 new citizens daily.

“THE ISLAND climate Is
ideal off the Southern Califor-
nia coast, This is spectacular
country and I want to see some
of it declared a National Sea-
shore before it is totally turned
over to other uses.

“We are presently putting
this legislation together. I
think we can introduce it in
the Senate soon.”
